They are 
non-setters. I have never had one in- 
stance of their wanting to hatch. 
I find 


the chickens very hardy, feathering early, 
and very precocious.

A dispatch from Ferula which wrought 


groat sorrow to Rev. Robert M. Labaree, 
pastor of the Doylestown Prcsbjterinn 
Church, and which 
awakened the sym 


patby of this community, v 
received 


Sunday announcing tlmt hit, b 
her, Rev. 


Benjamin W. Laharee, had been murdered 
by the Kurds or robbers near Khoi, Per- 
sia, a town some 60 miles from Urmia, 
the later place the home ot the mission- 
ary from which the dispatch was sent. 
The murdered man with his wife and two 
children lived wltb his father, Rev. Dr. 
Benjamin Labaree, 
who has been a mis- 


sionary In Persia since I860, and who was 
one of the most distinguished men in this 
field of labor. All his children, two sons 
and two daughters, were born there but 
educated in America. The son who was 
assassinated was born at Urumia thirty- 
four yeras ago. 
He was appointed a mis- 


sionary in 18S3, and leaves a widow and 
two children. Mis. Labaree is a daughter 
of Rev. Dr. Schauffler, now of Cleveland, 
and for many years a missionary in Tur- 
key.

"I am now sure that it was my brother 


who was assassinated, but I do not see 
why word did not come directly from onr 
friends at Urnmia," said Rev. Mr. Latin, 
ree In an interview Monday morning. 
"I 


suppose thar my brother bad taken a lady 
missionary across the Border into Russian 
territory and was returning, when'he was 
killed, as no one ia mentioned as being 
with him. The raids of the robber Kurds 
are frequent occurrences, but it is seldom 
bhat they take life. 
My father was once 


ijeld np and robbed. 
Some of the robbers 


wanted to kill him, but the others declar- 
ed that it was not good policy and be was 
saved. It is almost Impossible to stop the 
depredations of the robbers. The Persian 
army is a farce. The Government is weak 
and can do nothing. The robbers come 
over the Turkish borders, commit robber- 


and then cross the border into the 


mountains where no army could follow 
them. I don't know that the aovrenment 
will take any action. 
If the Powers be- 


come convinced that it is necessary to pro- 
tect the lives of foreigners they may of 
course." 


Since the above was written Rev. Mr. 


Labaree, of Doylestown, has received ad- 
ditional information to the effect that his 
Brother and an attendant were assassinat- 
ed on the Plain of Saunas. The body has 
been recovered as the cablegram stated 
that the funeral waa held on Monday. 


Mr. Labaree received a letter also from 


his brother dated a month before his 
death in which he wrote that it would 
probably fall to his lot to escort Miss 
Margaret Dean, a missionary who waa re- 
turning to the United States, to Khoi. 
This bears out the belief of Rev. Mr. Lab- 
aree that bis brother was hilled while re- 
turning from Kboi. 
A letter from Dr. 


Benjamin Labaree stated that the condi- 
tions in Northwestern Persia have been 
mnch disturbed for some time.

Finn gauze, made by the women of 


the Philippines from pineapp^ spikes 
alone, is as delicate as chiffon and far 
more durable. They use only the best 
leaves, and these, tied Into bundles, are 
placed under heavy stones la the bed of 
a running stream. After two or three 
days of this treatment they are exposed 
for a time to the action of tlie sun and 
air. Each piece is closely inspected to 
make sure that the process of decom- 
position was thorough, and If It was 
not the leaves are subjected a second 
time to the operation. 
The fibrous 


threads are at last wholly separate 
from the cellulose and lignose particles 
and cleaned from the sap and gummy 
substance. The whole is thin beaten 
with n wooden mallet grooved on the 
face like a fluting machine. The threads 
are kept moist vv hile this beating Is in 
progress, and the separate threads are 
thus blended into one mass. In color 
the fibers vary from cream and light 
gray to pure white. After the "pine- 
apple cloth" Is finished figures are 
stamped on It with blocks and after- 
Ward worked or embroidered by hand.
